EMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS FOR THE BILL OF 1925. 
Since the Bengal Tenancy Act was passed in 1885, there have been several amend 
_ Important changes were made for Western Bengal by the Bengal Tenancy (Amend- 
‘ment) Act, 1907, and for Eastern Bengal by the Eastern Bengal and Assam Tenancy 
Amendment) Act, 1908, but since then the amendments have been of a minor kind. 
ng the last twenty years the experience gained from litigation and from the 
preparation of records-of rights for areas covering two-thirds of Bengal has brought to 
t defects in the Act which require remedy, and has revealed changes in agrarian 
conditions which demand a substantial modification in the law. 


2, Ina resolution passed on the 7th July, 1921, the Bengal Legislative Council 
recommended the appointment of a Committee to consider and report what amendments 
were needed in the Bengal Tenancy Act. The Committee was appointed by the Govern- 
© ment of Bengal in August, 1921, and presented their report, together with a preliminary 
1 draft of a Bill to amend the Act, on the 19th December, 1922. The circulation of this 
draft for opinion produced many criticisms, and modifications have been made ; but the 
present Bill is based substantially on the draft prepared by the Committee. 


3.. The widespread practice of subdivision and subinfeudation of rights in land has 
~ necessitated the revision of the fundamental provision of the Act, by which the 
£ occupancy tenant right is limited to one person in the chain of those interested in the 
land. A common result of this limitation has been that the cultivating tenant, for whom 





























bs this occupancy right was intended, has become a tenant-at-will under the holder of the 
+ occupancy right. It is proposed in the Bill to meet this difficulty by giving to persons 
. holding land ander the tenant who enjoys the legal status of raiyat a right of occupancy 


as against his immediate landlord. The Bill therefore provides for giving an occupancy 
right to the under-raiyat, but such a right will not be a protected interest under 
section 160. 


4. The difficulties in the existing law regarding the transfer of occupancy holdings 
were brought to the notice of Government by the High Court, which represented the 
desirability of legislation to make it clear whether, in the absence of a usage entitling a 
raiyat to sell his holding without the landlord’s consent, such a sale is void ab initio or 
merely voidable at the will of the landlord. It is proposed to recognise the prevalent 
practice and to give to the occupancy tenant a right of transfer. At the eame time it is 
desirable to secure to the landlord the premiam which in most parts of Bengal he now 
levies as the price of his recognition of the transferee as his tenant, and also to protect 
him against undesirable tenants. The Bill therefore includes provisions for the payment 
of a transfer fee to the landlord, and also gives him the right to have. the holding 
transferred to himself on payment to the transferee of the consideration money 

and 10 per cent. compensation, The transfer fee will not be payable in the case of a 
© transfer by bequest in favour of a natural heir, nor will the landlord have the right 
; to purchase the holding if the transfer is of this kind or is made to a co-shwrer in the 

tenancy. 


5. Under the existing law, the right of tenants in trees is left to custom, but the 


uncertainty of custom has led to much difticulty and litigation. The Bill gives to the 
occupancy raiyat and occupancy under-raiyat complete rights in trees on his land, except 


that in the case of valuable trees a fee of one-fourth of the value is to be paid to the —

\ , 6. Itis proposed to replace section 40 of the Act with a new section dealing with the 

commutation of produce-rents into money-rents, because the present section is not suit- 

“sable conditions in the province as now constituted.

cases, the transferee secures recognition by going to the landlord either immediately after 
the sale or at a later period and paying him a salami and the arrears of rent due from the 
old tenant.

We, the undersigned members of the Select Committee, to which the 
Calcutta University Bill, 1927, by Dr. Pramathanath Banerjea, was 
referred, have considered the provisions of the Bill and the following papers

2. We have the honour to submit this our Report with the Bill as 
amended by us annexed hereto. In reprinting the ill, all changes made 
by us have, 80 far as possible, been underlined. ; 


3. Before proceeding with the examination of the Bill in detail, we 
discussed the question of the practical utility of bringing such a measure 
into operation at present, in view of the far more comprehensive Bill con- 
templated by the Government for the reorganisation of the University. 
As it will be a considerable time before the propoeed Government Bill can 
be placed before the Council, the majority of us consider that the Bill may 
be usefully proceeded with in order to reconstruct the Senate on more demo- 
cratic lines as soon as possible. 


4. Long title, preamble and short title.—The necessa formal altera- 
tions have been made to indicate that the Bill amends the Indian Universities 
Act, 1904, so far as it applies to the University of Calcutta. Assam has 
not been mentioned anywhere in the Bill, the reason being the necessity of 
avoiding any legal difficulty which might otherwise present itself. We 
have not, however, been unmindful of the interests of Assam as will appear 
from our observations in regard to clause 7 of the Bill. 


Clause 1 (2).—The extent clause has been omitted on account. of the 
legal difficulty in regard to Assam, and also because a certain portion of 
Bengal is within the jurisdiction of the Dacca University. 


Clause 1 (3).—The date for the comi into operation of the proposed 
Act has been changed to the 1st January, 1929, in order that elections may 
be held and nominations made under the Act as early in the year as possible. 


Clause 2 has been omitted as being unnecessary in view of the formal 
changes made. \ 


Clause 3, which indicates generally the various classes of electorates, 
has been revised in accordance with our decisions in this respect, the details 
of which are embodied in our revised clause 7. .

We do not consider that the Bill as amended by the Select Committee should be 
passed by the Legislative Council and hold this opinion for the following ‘reasons ;— 


1. Procedure.—The Bill has been so altered in Select Committee that wa feel 
that it should be again published. In particular copies should be forwarded to 
University of Caleutta and the Government of Assam and their opinions carefully 
studied before the Council proceed to take the Bill into consideration, =~ 

Consultation with the Government of Assam in our opinion seems icularly 
necessary. While the Bengal Legislative Council has full power to legislate for the 
Calcutta University, it must be remembered that Assam desires to have its educa- 
tional interests adequately represented on the governing bodies of the University and 
any alteration in the constitution of the University must necessarily affect Assam. 
Consequently we hold that before legislation in Bengal is undertaken, it is only 
appropriate that Assam should be fully consulted, and every consideration given to 
the opinions expressed by the Government of Assam. This has not been done in the 
present case. ; 

2. We object to this Bill coming before the Legislative Council now, because 
Government proposals for reconstituting the whole structure of University Govern- 
mont will shortly be published. The passing of the — present Bill into law will 
seriously prejudice the prospect of carrying through the legislation which will be 
required to effect the very necessary reorganisation of the University. We see no 
force in arguments to the contrary, as it can hardly be expected that a Senate con- 
stituted under the present Bill would acquiesce in a revision of their powers and 
functions, 

The constitution under the present Bill is not in any way a suitable basis fora 
more comprehensive scheme of reform. 

3. Our main objection to the present Bill is that it is an unsatisfactory com- 
promise between conflicting interests. In particular we dislike the sacrifice of 
academic to other interests inevitable when academic jurisdiction is vested in a body 
constituted for the exercise of general powers. We are fully alive to the necessity 
of increasing Musalman influence in the University and believe that when a readjust- 
ment takes place amongst the different authorities which) may ‘be created, of the powers 
now exercised by the Senate, it will be possible to provide adequate scope for 
interests without in any way sacrificing academic interests. But such a result is 
eocaeeen unattainable with an elective Senate exercising the powers now held by 
that iy. 





Note of dissent by Babu Jogindra Chandra Chakravarti, M. L. C. 


1. Tam not in fayour of reservation of seats for Muhammadans as recom- 
mended in sub-section (Ja) in clause 7. Representation on the Senate on a communal 
basis seems to me to be objectionable on principle. 

2. I do not agree that the initial fee in respect of the registering of graduates 
or the annual fee should be five rupees. I would retain two rupees as the initial fee 
as well as the annual fee as in the Bill. 


With these observations, I sign the report.

I am free to 
admit that if communal protection is to be guaran in any jassociation, it is best 
that the members from the community should be elected by a joint electorate rather 
than nominated by the Government. From that int of view it is satisfactory that 
the period yor | which reservation of seats will be guaranteed is limited to nine 
years from the date of the passing of the Bill TE AA : 

3. While the whole department of education is supposed to have been. trans- - 
ferred to a popular minister, nomination to the University Senate, if any, should 
be made by a Chancellor who has nothing to do with the administration of any of 
the departments of Government. 

4. The mere alteration in the composition of the Senate will not, to my mind, 
reform the University, but in future a comprehensive Bill affecting the University 
which the Government might bring forward should and ought to considered not 
by a Senate as at present constituted but by one whose composition is more 


democratic, It is in that view that T support this Bill. 





Note of dissent by Mr. F. E. James, M.L.C. 


I sign the above report subject, to the view which I expressed more than once 
‘in Select Committee, viz., that the Senate as constituted by this Bill will be too un- 
“wieldy for a body which at present is charged «with so much executive and adminis- 
trative work. I do not consider that the total number of the Senate should exceed 
100, though I admit the difficulty of satisfying within this figure the claims of all 
the academic, sectional, professional, communal, official and non-official interests, 
which were, at times, pressed to the detriment of the main structure of the Bill.

We sign the report subject to the following note of dissent :— 


In our opinion, communal representation on the governing body of an educational 
institution like the Caleutta University is unsound in principle. We admit that, the 
reservation of seats for a community is open to: less serious objection than a schem 

of separate electorates, and the suggestion of the Select Committee that the reservation 
will terminate at the end of ten years is a sincere attempt to limit the duration of 
the evil, But as we are convinced that it is undesirable fo make religion a basis, for

2. The Chief Justice of the Calcutta High Court and the Principals of the 
Presidency and Sanskrit Colleges should be permanently ex officio fellows. 

The Chief Justice of the Calcutta High Court is the head of the Judiciary in 
Bengal, and as such should have a permanent place on the Senate of the University. 

The Presidency College is the premier Coll of Bengal and the Principal of 
that College shawl always be a member of the ‘Senate. The Sanskrit "College a ot 
an ordinary first grade College, but an institution which along with other subjects 
provides special facilities for the study and research of an important Oriental classi- 
cal language and philosophy, and the Principal of that College is always wanted in 
the Senate. The idea of the majority was that these two Principals would be nomi- 
nated by the Chancellor, but in my opinion the Chancellor's nominations should be 
used for the purpose mentioned in clause 7 of our Report and not for rectifying 
defective legislation. 

3. In clause 7 of the Bill, sub-section i of section 6, in the list of electo-
